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same has been iced, or use the words, "Guaranteed and iced milk," or other equiva- 
lent words, in connection with milk to be sold or offered for sale, when the same 
has not been produced in the manner and to the extent and kept cold to the extent 
as hereinbefore required, then such person, firm, association, or corporation using 
such label or name shall be fined in a sum not exceeding $100 and shall have his 
dairy permit revoked. 

Sec. 33. That this ordinance shall and does expressly repeal all ordinances or 
parts of ordinances upon the subject of regulating the production, purity, or sale 
or delivery of milk and milk products within the city of Mobile or within ite police 
jurisdiction, and this ordinance shall take effect and be in force upon its adoption 
and publication. 

Milk— Bacterial Standard. (Ord. June 10, 1913.) 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the board of commissioners of the city of Mobile: 
That no milk shall be sold, offered for sale, or delivered to any person, firm, asso- 
ciation, or corporation within the city of Mobile which contains more than 100,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter. 

Sac. 2. Be it further ordained, That any person, firm, association, or corporation 
violating section 1 of this ordinance shall be fined by the recorder in a sum of not 
less than $5 nor more than $100. 

Sec 3. Be it further ordained, That this ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its adoption and publication.
